WAR NEWS. 


WEDNESDAY’S SUMMARY 

Out of thick darkneaa comei (he liKhto- 
ing. Thus have the Japanese struck 
hitherto, and thus they will strike a^aio. 
ll is almost a week since Peogwangohong 
wets occupied by the Mikado’s soldiers. 
The troops who turned the Hussiaus out 
were not Kuroki’s men following their 
beaten loe, but a force that crossed the 
Yalu at a point higher cp than VVi;u on 
Baturdav. April JOih, turned the Russian 
left dank, ana appareutly failed in the de¬ 
sign ofouitingofT the retreating Ruastans 
only hcoause of the hurried retirement 
that became a rout Had the Russians 
fought a little more stubbornly on the hrst 
day of May they would have been caught 
between two Japanese armies and crushed 
to powder. 

lhat a similar oombination is in pre 
paratioD against Kuropaikio seems entire¬ 
ly probable. From k engwangcheng, 
wbeuoe Kuroki'e despatches were dated 
on May Otb, it is bat 110 miles ts Liaoyang. 
Many reports indicate that Japanese scouts 
are in the vicinity of ibe ilu^eian bead- 
luartcrs. The curious statement comes 
from St. Petersburg that the railway to 
Port Arthur is open and the telegraph line 
ifl beiog repaired, ll is notorious that 
many thousands of Japanese were landed 
on ibe peninsula live days ago. What has 
become of them’ Why do they permit 
railway trains to go Lhrnugb and wiree to 
be repaired'.’ Tbick darkress here, surely 
but the illnniating dash will come hood. * 
It seems not at all unlikelv the Japanese, 
knowing that Port Arthur has just enough 
men to care for its forte, are leaving them 
to be beitled with later, and conccutraiing 
all the available troops in Southern Mur. 
oburia for a blow a; Kuropaikiu should he 
reinaiu at Liauving and invite action. 
Mukden is but 4.‘{ miles north of Liaoyang 
OD the railroad, and failure to hold the 
latter positior, where entrencbnienis have 
been in course of oonstruction since spring 
opened, almost inevitably means the 
abondonmoDl of Murkden also I lie 
strength of the old Manchu capital ih in ilu 
anoienl walls The country in the viciniu 
ts flat and not good delenmvo ground. The 
Russiaus will Hcarceiy shtit themseivid ut* 
in M ukden as Napoleon 111. d'U at ’^edan or 
llazaiue in .Met/ With the etiperior 
Japanese artillery against them they 
would be subjected to an intolerable bmi- 
bardment, while even heavy siege gin s i 
could be landed at the head of the Liaot i 
ung Gulf and sent forward .juickly by rail, j 
It may be that the opening of the railroad | 
to Port Arthur is iiermiiled by Jajian in j 
the hope that some day soon she may ! 
make abaci of a few locomotives and s ime j 
roiling stock.

WEDNESDAY’S SUMMARY. 

Oak of tblok darkness comes the lifjbtp- 
log. Tbos have tbs Japanese sir no k 
bllberko, and tbas they will strike again. 
II is almost a week since Pengwangoheng 
was oooapied by the Mikado’s soldiers. 
The troops who tamed ibe Kasstaos oat 
were not Karoki’s men following tbeir 
beaten foe, but a force that crossed tbe 
Yala at a point higher up than Wija on 
Batnrdav, April 30ib, inrned the Russian 
left dank, ana apparently (ailed in the de¬ 
sign of cutting ofl the retreating Russians 
only because of the hurried retirement 
that became a root. Had the Rassians 
fought a little more stabbornly on the drat 
day of May they would have been caught 
between two Japanese armies and crashed 
to powder. 

lhat a similar combination is in pre¬ 
paration against Kuropatkin seems entire¬ 
ly probable. From Fengwangoheng, 
whence Kuroki’s despatches were dated 
on May 6th, it is bat 110 miles te Liaoyang. 
Many reports indicate that Japanese scoots 
are in the vicinity of tbe Russian bead- 
quarters. Tbe carious statement comes 
from Bt. Petersburg that tbe railway to 
Port Arthur is open and the telegraph line 
is being repaired. It is notorious that 
many tbodsands of Japanese were landed 
on ihe peninsula dve days ago. What has 
become of them? Why do they permit 
railway trains to go through and wiree to 
be repaired? Thick darkrese here, eurely 
but the illumating dash will come soon. 
It seems not at all unlikely tbe Japanese, 
knowing that Port Arthnr hat just enoueh 
men to care for its forts, are leaving them 
to be settled with later, and concentrating 
all the available troops in Bonthern Man- 
obnria for a blow at Kuropatkin should he 
remain at Liaoviog and invite action. 
Mukden is but 43 miles north of Liaoyang 
on the railroad, and failure to hold the 
latter positior, where entrenchments have 
been in course of construction since spring 
opened, almost inevitably means the 
abondonmeot of Murkden also. The 
strength of the old Munebu capital is in its 
tinoient walls Tbe cnontry in the vicinity 
IS dat and not good delonsivo ground. The 
Rassians will scarcely shnt themselves up 
in Mukden as Napoleon 111. did at Kedan or 
Bazaine in Meiz. With tbe superior 
Japanese artillery against them they 
would be subjected to an intolerable bom¬ 
bardment, while oven heavy siege guns 
could be lauded at tbe head of the Liaot¬ 
ung Qalf and sent forward quickly by rail. 
It may be that the opening of the railroad 
to Port Arthur is permitted by Japan in 
the hope that some day soon she may 
make a haul of a few locomotives and some 
rolling stock. 

THURSDAY’S SUMMARY. 

The Japanese oolnmus are apparently 
heading for Haicheug, where tbe road 
from the Yalu crosses tbe Manchurian 
railway midway between Newebwang and 
Liaoyang, From various quarters this 
morning come reports which indicate that 
tbe Mikado’s troops now pressing north¬ 
ward will unite there, and thence direct 
‘.heir attack against Kuropalkin's array 
at Liaoyang. An ofllcial leport that the 
Russian Uommauder in Chief to the Czir 
elates that the railway to Port Arthur is 
■till open, aud that on Tuesday night the 
advance guard of tbe Japanese who landed 
last week at Pitsewo were advancing south 
toward Kinchow, and were about 60 miles 
frem Port Arthur, Some of the Japane*ie 
are, therefore, still directed against the 
fortress, agd thirty vessels, for the most 
part transports, are lying oil the coast. 
It would seem not unlikely that these 
vessels will accompany the advance guard

The question of food and ammunition is 
irobably oaiising Kuropatkin quite as 
ouch trouble as the oonoentration of 
lia army. In an interview Mr. 
Vm. Whyte of the C.P.R., who 
borougbly inspected the Siberian Railway 
. few years ago, says bluntly that be does 
lot believe the Rnssian Government, if it 
brows half a million men into Maneduria, 
an maintain them. After all, morale 
nd training and national spirit are second- 
xy things. No men, however brave, can 
uarch and fight on empty etomaeba. 
Pbal single track line stretching four 
housand miles to far-distant Russia is the 
eal dictator of Kuropatkin's strategy.

This is instead of commencing witn 
the name of the person to whom it 
ia addresaed. Afterwards follo^ws 
the name of the city or town, then 
the name and number of street, ana, 
lastly, the name of the person. 

It is tho usual custom in moat •con¬ 
tinental countries to put ^ 
of the peraon to whom the *■ 

addressed first, then the town, flnlan- 
ing up with the street, with the num¬ 
ber at tho end. , 

If the slightest error occurs m the 
address of a letter sent to France, 
the postman rarely finds the 
to whom it is really directed. This 
ia due to tho fact that the same post 
man never delivers letters on both 
aides of thp street. So it is that 
an error of one figure In on address 
will result in nou-dclivery. 

In France it would never occur to 
a postman to ask his colleague if he 
happens to have such a person on 
his side of the street. Instead of 
this he simply writes "unknown" on 
the letter. Then it is turned over 
to the Dead Letter Office, and as 
there are no good general city direc¬ 
tories, of course, the letter is 

NEVER DELIVERED. 

In the case of the absence of a 
person for wliom a letter is sent 
there is no method of forwarding the 
letter, or of returning it to the send¬ 
er^ as is done in this country. The 
French Post OfiTice declines to as¬ 
sume any such rcsponsibilltj'. and 
will not re-address the letters. As 
a result, every person is obliged to 
arrange that matter with his con¬ 
cierge, who for a liberal tip, will 
undertake the duty that should be 
done by tho postman. 

The Indian Post Office i.s simply a 
century ahead of Britain. For 
many years it has been possible to 
shop by post in India. This is. of 
course, a great advantage, especially 
where European shops are few and 
far between 

In India most of the people supply 
themselves through the i»ost with 
j practically the greater portion of 
I their requirements, and they never 
send money. This is cTuc to the fact 
that the Indian Post Office has 
adopted the system known as "valuo 
payable." This means that all cash 
is paid to the postal messenger who 
delivers the article.

Building Warehipe in Britain^ 
France, Kuesia and Germany. 

The secretary to the admiralty in 
the British House of Commons recent- 
l.v stated that the new construction 
in the navies of various countries 
during the past nine years was: 

f Tonnage. 

Great Britain . 988,147 

France . 344,484 

Russia . 288,111 

Germany . 289,927 

These figures show that whereas 
Great Britain has constructed sliipe 
of 988,147 tonnage, the three other 
powers have built vessels of 847,522 
tonnage. Thus Great Britain hai 
practicall.v adopted a three-power 
standard as the basis of naval effici¬ 
ency. 

It was pointed out by E, Robertson 
In a subsequent debate on the navy 
estimates that the cost to Great Bri¬ 
tain of building these ships was £70.- 
000,000 and to the other three pow¬ 
ers £82.000.000. 

Great Britain had. therefore, ad¬ 
ded to the fleet to an extent which 
would have cost the other powers 
£90,000.000 in nine years.

HIGHEST WA'TERFALL. 

The highest known waterfall In the 
world was the Cerosola Cascade, in 
the Alps, havihg a drop of 2,400 ft. 
But one In the San Cuayatan Can¬ 
yon. in the State of Durango. Mexico, 
now claims first place^ It wae dis¬ 
covered by some prospectors ten 
years ago in the great barranca dis¬ 
trict. which is called the Tierras Des- 
conocidas. While eearching for the 
famous lost mine Naranjal. a great 
roar of water wae beard. * With much 
difficulty the party pushed on and 
up and down the mighty chasm un¬ 
til they beheld the superb fall, which 
is said to be at'least 3,000 ft. high. 


WORLD’S LARGEST FENCE. 

The longest fence in the world is 
probably that which has been erected 
by th<» EJrie Cattle Company along 
the Mexican border. It is seventy- 
five mil^ in length, and separates ex¬ 
actly for its entire distance the two 
republics of North America. The fence 
was built to keep the cattle from 
running across the border and falling 
an easy prey to the Mexican cow- 
pimchera. Although it cost a great 
deal of mone\*. it is estimated that 
rattle enough will be saved in one 
year to more^than pay for it. It is 
a barbed-wire fence, with mesquite 
and cottonwood poles, and for the 
entiro length of it runs as straight as 
the crow flies.

FrooM poMSMM about; ona of tho 
worst postal services known. It is 
so bad tbat ajnumbsr of fashionable 
women have the eaperimont of 

addreeeinc th^r envelopes in a new 
fashion. The^^ commence the euper- 
Bcription with the name of the ward 
in which the person lives, in Paris, 
or the name of the department, if in 
the provinces. 

Ibis is instead of commencing with 
the name of the person to whom it 
is addressed. Afterwards follows 
the name of the city or town, then 
the name and number of street, and, 
lastly, the name of the person? 

It is the usual custom in most con¬ 
tinental countries to put the name 
of the person to whom the letter Is 
addressied first, then the town, finish¬ 
ing up with the street, with the num¬ 
ber at the end. 

If the slightest error occurs in the 
address of a letter sent to France, 
the postman rarely finds the person 
to whom it is really directed. This 
is due to the fact that the same post 
man never delivers letters on both 
sides of the street. So it is lhat 
an error of one figure in an address 
will result in non-delivery. 

In France it would never occur to 
a postman to ask his colleogue if he 
happens to have such a person bn 
his side of the street. Instead of 
this he simply writes "unknown'’ on 
the letter. Then ft is turned over 
I to the Dead Letter Office, and ns 
there are no good general city direc¬ 
tories, of course, the letter is 
NEVER DELIVERED. 

In the case of the absence of a 
person for whom a letter is sent 
there is no method of forwarding tho 
letter, or of returning it to the send¬ 
er. as is done in this country-. The 
French Post Office declines to as¬ 
sume any such responsibility, and 
will not re-address the letters. As 
a result, every person is obliged to 
arrange that matter with his con¬ 
cierge, who for a liberal tip. will 
undertake the duty that ehould be 
done by the postman. 

'Tho Indian Post Office is simply a 
-century ahead of Britain. For 
many years it has been possible to 
shop by post in India. This is. of 
course, a great advantage, especially 
where European shops arc few and 
far between. 

In India most of the people supply 
themselves through the post with 
practically the greater portion of 
their requirements, and they never 
! send money. This is due to the fact 
that the Indian Post Office has 
I adopted the system known as "vnluo 
payable." This means that all rash 
I is paid to the postal messenger who 
delivers the article.

In a few weeks he will 
be an octogenarian; yet only the 
other day he read a paper before the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh, on a 
subject which he had introduced to 
it seventeen years before, and said 
that he hoped to return to it again, 
but "not at so long an Interval." 
The only possible way to appreciate 
the profundity, originality and com¬ 
prehend veness of his genius is to read 
the history of physics during the last 
sixty years. Ho has done much more 
than anyone else, living or dead, to 
moke it. 

Another giant celebrated his birth¬ 
day the other day. Lord Kelvin is u 
Scotsman. Lord Lister a Yorkshiro- 
man. Who so imagines that his race 
is played out, or that there gro no 
great men now-a-days, must reckon 
with these two Britons, each of whom 
has made a new science. Each of 
them has been given long life, has 
seen the fruit of his labors; imd they 
have, between them, broken the re¬ 
cord in causing the elevation of a 
man to the peerage for his services 
to science. Lord Lister, of course, is 
the founder of modern surgery. Every 
surgeon on eaVth, every operating 
theatre, is a tribute to him. Most 
of them would not exist but for him. 
Black and yellow, In missionary or 
military hospitals, owe their lives to 
him. just os King Edward docs, or a 
million others now living, to say no¬ 
thing of the future. Of course, no 
man stands alone in science. With¬ 
out the immortal French chemist, 
Louis Pasteur, Lister could never 
have been. Nevertheless, it is true to 
eay of him that "he saves more 
lives every year than Napoleon took 
in all his wars."

SPECTACLES FOR SERPENTS. 

Dr. Werner has lately printed the 
results of his observations upon the 
special senses of animals, particular¬ 
ly upon the sense o/ reptiles and am¬ 
phibians. He concludes that these 
latter are capable of going directly 
towards water, which attracts them, 
so to speak, even at long distances. 
Liglu acts upon them, independently 
of heat. Their sight is generally 
good, and is probably their most 
acute sense; yet their vision is very 
limited. Crocodiles cannot distingu- 
isli s man at distances above ten 
limes their length. Fish see for onry 
short distances. The vision of ser¬ 
pents is poor; the boa-constrictor, for 
example, can see no further than one- 
tbJrd of Its own length. Some snakes 
see no further than one-eighth of their 
length. Frogs are bettor endowed, 
and see twenty times their length. 
The hearing of nearly all reptiles is 
even worse than their sight. Most 
of them are deaf, especially boa-con¬ 
strictors. "Deaf as an adder" may 
represent a careful observation of our 
.ancestors.

THREE POWER SCHEME. 

Building Warships in Britain, 

France, Russia and Germany. 

'The secretary to the admiralty in 
the British House of Commons recent- 
l.v stated that the new construction 
In the navies of various countries 
during the past nine years was: 

Tonnage. 

Great Britain . 988,147 

France . 344,484 

Russia . 268,111 

Germany . 289,927 

These figures show that whereas 
Great Britain has constructed siUp* 
of 938,147 tonnage, the three other 
powers have built vessels of 847..'S22 
tonnage. Thus Great Britain haS 
practicall.v adopted a three-power 
standard as the basis of naval effici- 
oney. 

It was pointed out by E. Robertson 
in a subsequent debate on the navy 
estimates that the cost to Great Bri¬ 
tain of building these ships was £ 70 .- 
000.000 and to the other three pow¬ 
ers £82.000.000. 

Great Britain had. therefore, ad¬ 
ded to the fleet to an extent which 
would have cost the other powers 
£90,000,000 in nine years.

As 
a result, every person is obliged to 
nrrange that matter with his con¬ 
cierge, who for a liberal tip. will 
undertake the duty that should be 
done by the postman.

PROFITABLE EGG PRODUCTION 
THE FRESH EGG TRADE. 

OTTT.T.P/TH PHR WTNTRR r.dVflSia 


.Attantioo or extra feed, the moet profit¬ 
able age for market!og is four months. 
After that age the cost ^ of feed per 
pound of gain In lire weight, rapidly 
inereaees. 

The pallets should be comfortably 
and permanentlv housed in the fall; 
I transferring mature pullets to a 
strange pen defers egg-produetioo. 
Early winter laying demands liberal 
feeding, which included in addition 
' to the grain, waste meat or animal 
food, and vegetable food. From two 
flocks of Barred Plymouth Rock 
pullets that wore liberally fed from 
birth for early maturity at the Bond- 
, ville, Que., Illustration Station, eggs 
were gathered daily after the pullets 
' were four months and one week old. 
Experiments at the Utah experiment 
station showed that the profit from 
I young hens or pullets was about five 
' time^ greater*than that from hens 
' three to four years old. Not only did 
I the old hens lay considerably fewer 
eggs, but the eggs were worth less per 
I dozen. This is accounted for by the 
fttet that the pullets laid a larger 
I proportion cf their eggs in winter, 

I when the price was good. 

I When the pullets are forced for 
j winter egg production, there should be 
kept in addition another breeding pen 
of selected fowls from which to rear 
chicks. • A ben or pullet that com¬ 
mences to lay in the spring will at that 
time produce stronger-germed eggs for 
hatching than will another that has 
had her vitality impaired by winter 
laying. 

The farmer should select from the 
flock of pullets ten or twelve of the 
be.st winter layers, pluciug a regular 
leg band or a piece of wire around the 
leg of each. The next winter these 
pullets, (then yearling hens) should be 
separated from the laying hens and 
kept in good health and medium flesh 
hut not fed for winter laying. In 
February or March they should be 
mated with a suitable cockerel, and 
their rations increased so as to bring 
them into laying at the time when 
their eggs^aro required for hatching. 
Such a process of selection would soon 
produce a particularly flue strain of 
winter layers. 

The export trade carries off the sur. 
plus eggs produced during the summer 
months when prices are low, but has 
little or no efiect on the price of new- 
laid eggs in winter. Efforts to in* 
ciea.se our export trade in eggs need 
not, therefore, alarm consumers in 
cities or towns. Eggs that are placed 
in cold storage from April till July 
are shipped to Great Briiaiu for 
the September and Ocrobor trade ; 
those that go into cold storage 
in the fall are exported during tlie 
winter months, All these are sold in 
Britain as “Canadian fresh eggs.”

•EOFITABLE EGG PRODUCTION 
THE FRESH EGG TRADE. 
•ULLETS FOR WINTER LAYING. 

For all farmers a most profitable 
ranch of the poultry business is the 
reduction of oj^gs during the winter, 
ays Mr. F. C. Hare, Chief of the 
'oultry Division, Ottawa. 

Every winter there is a great demand 
or new-laid eggs ; the supply is al- 
/ays limited, and high prices are paid, 
a the iarge cities strictly fresh eggs 
old readily during the past winter at 
rom forty to sixty cents per dozen, 
lome farmers are so situated that they 
an maintain a city trade in fresh eggs 
hroughout the year. A premium of 
toverai cents a dozen can be obtained 
or new laid eggs shipped weekly to 
he city merchant. 

There is a growing preference on the 
lome markets for brown shelled eggs, 
"he shells of the eggs should be wiped 
lean »f necessary, and the eggs grad- 
d in size. For shipment to the 
aerchant they should be packed in 
ases holding 12 dozens or dO dozens 
ach. Eggs to be palatable should be 
laten (in a strictly fresh condition : 
herefore they should reach the con- 
tumer without unnecessary delay. 
This requires (1) that the eggs be 
jollected regularly every day and 
stored in a cool room | temperature 10 
,0 50 deg. F.). until a sufficient number 
tre on hand to deliver to a dealer ; ( 2 ) 
,hat the dealer forward the eggs 
.0 the merchant at least once a 
veek, and (3) that the merchant 
protect the eggs from deterioration 
;vhile in his possession. 

As a general rule pullets hatched 
luring May or early June will prove 
nost profitable for w'inter laying. 
ITarmers who expect to make a 
»pecialty of high-priced new-laid eggs 
lext winter should at the present 
time be hatching out a good number of 
shicks from which to select suitable 
DUllets. The cockerels should be sold 
n the early fall. Unless they are

BANS ON TOBACCO. 


•erere Penaltira For fmokiaa Wore 
Iu \ogno In Olden Tlotee. 

Strange na It may appear now, both . 
snlt.iua of Turkey and abaha of Per- i 
sia have tried their beat to pat down 1 
amoklng. lii Turkey, formerly, smok¬ 
ing was a crime pnnisbablo by the of¬ 
fenders having their pipes thrust 
through their noses, and in Russia iu 
10114 the noses of smokers were cut off. 

In Transylvania offenders were fined 
from 3 to 200 florins. In Berne, Bwit- 
r.erland, IGGl, whore crimes were di¬ 
vided into sections according to the I 
Ten Commandments, smoking wat 
cla.ssed with adultery. The tribunal to ' 
put down smoking, called chnmbre-au- 
tahac, continued to the middle of tho 
eighteenth century. The climax was 
reaelKHl by Ainurnth IV., king of Per¬ 
sia, who made It a capital offense. 

In England Elizabeth Issued a proc¬ 
lamation ngaiiiMt Kiuoking in 1584, and 
James* “counterblast against tobacco,” 
with its pompous language.

I was the more anxious 
to see this, .-is I fancied the poison 
might proceed from nn aperture la the 
sltlo of the sting near its point, and 
liore it appears to be placed rather 
than quite at the end, that it may not 
lake off from its necessary sharpness.

Groat was iho nimi/.oinwnt of all I^u- 
rope when at about tlio rloso of ilio 
century William Munbxli discovored 
that gas could bf used for Illuminating 
purpo.sca. So little wa.s rtie in^ntion 
understood by tbo.se who luid nor soon 
It in use that even the great and wise 
(?) men of the liritisli parliament 
hmgbed at (ho idea. “Uow can tbero 
be light without a wickV” said one 
member of that august body, with a 
wink and a knowing nod. Even the 
great Sir Humphry I)avy ridiculed the 
idea of lighting towns and cities witli 
gas. He one day asked Murdoch, “Do 
you mean to use the dome of St. Paul's 
for your gas meter'/” Sir Walter Sc’ott 
also made merrj' of tho gas idea .and 
of tho coming attempt tO' “illuinluate 
London with smoke irora a tar fac¬ 
tory.” 

When the house of commons was 
finally lighted with the nov illumintnt, 
the architect and custoilinn of the 
building, who imagined tliat the gas 
ran as fire througli the pipes, Insisted 
that tiiey be removed several Inches 
from the wall to prevent the building 
from taking fire!

INSTANT DEATH. 


It la Not Bo Quick bat That the Mind 
Ilaa Time to Act. 

It Is questionable If such a phenom¬ 
enon as instant death Is known to the 
scientist and investigator. Physicians 
and surgeons tell us that death by 
gunshot wound is the eask'st modo of 
terminating life; yet. rapid as such a 
mode of taking off must neccsrjnrily 
be, tho body bos leisure to feci and 
time to reflect and on rare occasions 
even to net. 

On the first attempt of one of the 
adherents of the Spanish monarch to 
a.ssassinate William, jirince of Orange, 
the ball passed through ttie bones of 
Ills face and brought him to the ground. 
In the instant which preceded stupe¬ 
faction, liowovcr, ho was tiible to frame 
the notion that the coiling of a room 
had fallen In and crushed him. 

Another question in this connection 
Is that of prdbable pain. Although nu- 
incTous Instances could be cited In 
support of tho view that t^c mind acts 
in cases of so called instant death, it 
by no means follows that the infliction 
of a fatal blow Is attended by the least 
semblance of pain or a single pang of 
fear or reffret. Unless death results 
Immediately, however, the pain may 
bo ns varied as the nature of the In- 
jurle.s._

To make this history plain in the 
light of the events recorded in our 
news columns to-day it is necessary 
to clear the ground of some persis¬ 
tent misconceptions. Chief, per¬ 
haps, of these, is tho deeply-rooted 
belief that Lhasa, the ultimate ob¬ 
ject of the mission, is a sacred city. 
As a mo tier of fact, Lhasa Is purely 
n pricst-crcated stronghold. It has 
not^and never has hed. any inher¬ 
ent “snnclory. any claims conferred 
by history or tradition, to hold it¬ 
self aloof from the world, as some¬ 
thing delile.iile by oulside touch. Its 
population is as mixed, its customs 
as unKiifntly. and its streets us dirty 
as those (»( any Indian notive city. 

Bound up in this misconception ns 
to the sanctity of the city is the 
theory that it is the headquarters, 
the greiAt and central shrine of Bud- 
-dhlsrn. of which the Dalai Ijaroa. 
or "Ocean Prlc.st,” in held to bo the 
Ji'.mriintion. But the religion of 
the nhibetans is not oxen Buddhism, 
except in a diluted and corrupted 
term of r.uint-worship and the ador¬ 
ation of inoiiy gods, with the addi¬ 
tion of the Buddhistic doctrine of 
lefncamation. 

I TROUBLE IS OLD. 

i A th|rd misconception is that the 
Imperiftl Ooverrmont have been all 
along aiming at the annexation of 
Thibet. The mission has hud no 
such purpose in view, and and 'jntil 
the hostility of the 'Ihibetans—in¬ 
duced on the one hand by Russian 
agents and on the other by the Vice¬ 
roy Sze-chuan—mode the cdv.-inrc of 
Col. Vounghusbund with his lisnd- 
ful of Sikhs impossilde. the mission 
Nves purely a peaceful and political 
one. 

Nor is the mission a thing of to¬ 
day or yesterday.

j CONVENTION NOT KEPT. 

1 Tibet has been tributary to China 
I since It was finally conquei'ed by 
that country in 1720, but when re- 
j presentations were made at Pekin 
with regard to this invasion of Sik- 
! kim. the Chinese Government de¬ 
clared Us complete inability to in¬ 
terfere with the activity and ag¬ 
gressiveness of its vassal. And the 
essence of the situation to-day llrc» 
in the fact that this powerlessncss 
of the suezernin power has been 
maiiifcstod ever since. In 1890 a 
convention was signed betwctin the 
Chinese Envoy and i.ord Lansdownc 
(then Viceroy of India) with the ob¬ 
ject. of delimitating the Thibet- 
Sikkim frontier and facilitating 
trade relations between Thibet and 
India. Three years later regula¬ 
tions were drawn up to give cfTect 
to the terin.s of the convention.

SOYBEEIBN OP THE EAST 

VLADIVOSTOCK, SITUATION 
AND FORTIFICATIONS. 

Regarded Yfy Russia as the Hub 
of Greater Russia in the 
East. 

The extraordinary dash which char¬ 
acterizes the Japanese forces may any 
day threaten the safety of, that won¬ 
derful fortress on thv Pacific. Vladi¬ 
vostok, says the Pa’l Mull Gazette. 
Russians have described Vladivintoh 
as the key of the Pacific. I believe 
that a literal translation of the name 
gives the title "Sovereign of the 
East” to the place upon whfich the 
Russians have lavished millions and 
millions of rubles. Vladivostok is 
pre-eminently a fortress. The inter- 
e.sts of the army and navy centre 
there, and around the fortunes of 
these two services the place hufi 
spning up. It is also the chief town 
of east Siberia—In fact, it may be 
said to be the most important seat 
of Russian influence in the F'nV East. 
It is so much more formidable than 
Port Artliur. so much more mngnifi- 
rent than 'Dalny, so much larger than 
Khabarov.sk. and it possessed such 
an admirable harbor, that it is not 
surpri.sing that the lUrs.sians regard 
the town and its surroundings as the 
hub of Greater Russia in the East. 

The town is situated on the sloi'cs 
of a high ridge forming a tapering 
peninsula which projects into on ir¬ 
regular, landlocUer* bay. The en-. 
trance is commanded by Russia I.s- 
land, where there is an important 
fort, and innumerable small islets, on 
which, too. the general scheme of the 
fortifications is also carried out. 
Again, along crests of the landlocked 
harbor, stretching for miles to the 
eastward and known ns the Golden 
Horn, there are other continuous 
chains of earthworks and defensive 
positions. The lofty hills on the 
northwest protect the port from the 
land side, and in the deep water of

which is four miles long and half a 
mile in width, ships ride safely at 
anchor, free from the menace of at¬ 
tack and beyond the reach of the w’oa- 
ther. The guns mounted on the hills 
are plainly visible from the water in 
a number of places, while in curious 
contrast to the smiling muzzles of 
these pieces of artillery arc the clus¬ 
ters of suburban residences which arc 
scattered about the hillside, even de¬ 
scending in places to the level of the 
water.

' USE OF PAPER MONEY.^ 

The theory which has broken down 
In the application of it was a thinly 
disguised cheap labor one, Guate¬ 
mala has one staple, world-sought 
crop—coffee. This is sold for gold. 
To produce it by paper wages seem¬ 
ed a means of never-ending wealth. 
Vet there are a largo number of 
poor coffee planters, 'and a larger 
puniber w’ho are in the hands of the 
pioncy lenders, and whose ©states 
arc mortgaged beyond redemption. 
They are poor without yet knowing 
!t. 

Before studying the application of 
rheorj' further, a few results may 
he worth noting. Railroad travel 
fs so low that it is cheaper to keep 
moving than to stay still. For a 
good seat in an unusually good car 
or a good train and over an excel¬ 
lently ballasted roadbed, from the 
port of San Jose to the capital on 
the Guatemala Central, I paid in 
local currency the equivalent of 47 
cents, gold. The distance is 75 
iniles. The railroad has to climb 
5,000 feet, with many loops and 
curves and difficult grades, and ia 
notable for the manner in which it 
overcomes engineering problems. It 
was expensive, but under present 
conditions the traveller does not 
pay his share of the expense. 
Freight tariffs are proportionately 
as low as passenger rates. 

CHEAP LIVING. 

The commercial traveller or drum¬ 
mer whose life is shortened several 
years by his firm insisting that he 
keep to the "tw’o dollar a day 
houses” would find his paradise in 
Guatemala. The best that the 
be.st hotel offers, with all the ex¬ 
tras that can be thought of. cannot 
be swelled beyond that amount. It 
is a fair hotel, well kept, on the 
American plan, and the charge is 
the equivalent of one dollar, twelve 
and a half cents, gold. 

Fees and tips are on the same 
basis. A "shine” is two cents; a 
messenger, one and one-half cents. 
A sumptuous New Year’s dinner in 
the best restaurant, by special exer¬ 
tion. was made to cost half a dol¬ 
lar. 

These arc some of the instances 
which the castial traveller notes. 
He docs not benefit because the sen¬ 
sation of feeling himself a million¬ 
aire becomes so acute that he goes 
about scattering the paper money 
by the handful. In the end, cheap 
US it is. he finds that his reckless¬ 
ness reckons up more dearly than if 
he had been keeping on the staid.

Text of the Lesson, Luke xii., 35- 
48. Golden Text, Luke xii., 

37. 

There is a vast amount of religion 
or religiousness which is not real. 
It is merely outward form, like the 
chaff which has the form of tho 
wheat, but there is nothing within. 
The scribes and the Pharisees of our 
Loid’s time had an abundance of 
that kind, and Ho called them hypo¬ 
crites. those who play a part, like 
actors on a stage. In Matt, xxiii 
he so called them seven times, 
and in the first verso of our lesson 
chapter Ho said, "Beware ye of the 
lea^'cn of tho Pharisees, which is hy¬ 
pocrisy.”

Even in Matt, xill 
and parallel passages it refers to 
the corrupted food od the church in 
this present age called the mystery 
of the kingdom, the teaching which, 
according to tho last poit of our 
lesson, encourages those who pro¬ 
fess to be servants, but scoff at the 
coming of Christ and mingle with 
the world. 

A true child of God and servant 
of Christ is heartily "with Him.”

Thoy Bava Glorious XraditloM 
and Art First-rats Fight- 
inf Mon. 

The word Cossfck Is derived froas 
a Tartar word signifying bandit, 
and up to 1814 the Kozak lived up 
to his name. The first ('ossacks 
took boat on the Dnieper, tho Volga 
and tho Don, and settled on the 
banks of these great rivers, livldg 
by plunder and by the proceeds of 
their fishing, fighting generally on 
foot, but always remaining near 
their boats, which secured them a 
sofa retreat in cose of a reverse, 
says the military* correspondent of 
The London Times, 

Closely bound up with every page 
of Russian history, the Cossacks 
sometimes sided with the Czars, but 
as often against them. On the ac¬ 
cession of Peter the Great they 
formed a half circle round the south¬ 
ern frontiers, which thc\' protected 
from Tartar invasions. i-Kmeirating 
later into Siberia, where they be¬ 
came the Russian advanced guard 
against Kirghiz and Kalmucks. So 
long as these communities remained 
on tho frontier and were inured to 
constant warfare they retained all 
their l>cst qualities. The legends 
Interwoven with the rames of Maz- 
eppa and Platoff belong to heroic 
periods of Cossack lore, and so. too, 
do the deeds of the Cossack.s of the 
TJkaino and Zaporogia, whose nomes 
have since passed away, though 
their fame is abiding. As the Coo- 
sacks became more settled in their 
territories to the northwest of the 
Rlarlc Sea, and the confines r*f Rus¬ 
sia marched rapidly past them to¬ 
wards the east, they became mors 
confounded with the gcnernl popula¬ 
tion and less apt for wnr. 

SERVICE I'OR LAND. 

The first principle of Cossack ser¬ 
vice has always been that, in return 
for a grant of land and freedom 
from taxation, every man should 
come out when called upon and 
bring his own horse, arms and 
equipment. It is a system which 
might with advantage be applied 
upon some of the frontiers of Bri¬ 
tain. In practice many changes 
have been made, and tho root prin¬ 
ciple is not one that is any longer 
generally respected. Many Cossacks 
are too poor to provide their own 
horses, and the cost of their equip¬ 
ment falls upon the stanitsa, which 
Is put to heavy expense and is very* 
hard hit by on order of mobiliza¬ 
tion. War. for the Cossack, is no 
longer a business that pass. 

In 1875 a radical cha^tge was made 
In the old-established methods of 
Cossack service; the regiments were 
brigaded with the regular cavalry', 
and their Independence as a fighting 
branch was destroyed. It is doubt¬ 
ful whether the change was of a4- 
vantage. The greatest successes of 
the Cossacks in war. striking re¬ 
cords of which we find scattered 
throughout the writings of Napo¬ 
leon’s Generals, were due to the 
perservation of their particular and 
very unconventional methods of 
combat, which were the absolute an¬ 
tithesis the traditions of regular 
cavalry’. The tendency' of late years 
has been to merge the"Cossacks with 
the rest of the i>opulation, and old 
Platoff would harly recognize in the 
Cossack of to-day his 'unkempt war¬ 
riors who wore down the chivalry of 
France. 

HOLD GREAT TRACTS. 

The Cossack voiskos, however, still 
possess enormous tracts of territory, 
two-thirds of which are held in 
trust for the general community on 
the principle of the mir. while the 
other third belongs to the Cossack 
nobility', or is in the hands of non- 
Cossack peasants. The Don, Ku¬ 
ban, Terek, Ural and Orenburg ter¬ 
ritories. all lying northeast of the 
Black Sea. are fairly compact, but 
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jround. are the residences of tlir Coin- 
nandant of the P^rt, the public gar-

A Tokio despatch says: After five 
Jays of fighting, largely with nrtil- 
ery, th<5 first •Tapanone army, under 
Jen. Kuroki. has forc<*d a crossing of 
the Yal'i Fllver, and Sunda,>', with a 
ofallunt infantry charge covering a 
frontage of four miles, it drove the 
Ftussians from Chiu-Tien-Chang 
f known by the Russians as Twentch- 
en) and the heights of the right bank 
of the Iho or Aida River, which en¬ 
ters the Yalu from the north, almost 
opposite Wiju. The Japanese turned 
the left flank of the RusHian position, 
and in tho battle of Sunday they 
swept away the new front interposed 
by the Russians to check their on¬ 
ward movement. 

Tlje .Iapane.se losses on the Yalu 
Sunday were about TOO killed and 
wounderl. The Russians lost over 
800 men. The Japanese captured 28 
quick-firing guns. 20 oflTicers aiid 
many men. The Russians made two 
stands. 

The present position of the .Tap- 
anese. is n dominating one, and they 
may force the abandonment of the de¬ 
fences erected by thn Russians at 
Antunp and other points lower down 
the river. 

RETAILS OF TIIK J^IOTTTINt;.
